17. (Original) An expandable unit according to Claim 15 in which the inner portion 
comprises an abutment element disposed on the edge that is inside the expendable uni: and extending 
outwardly relative to the expandable unit, (he abutment element being able to interact with an 
abutment element of the outer portion when the expandable tinit-is in the expanded condition.

19. (Original) An expandable ur.it according to Claim IS in which each guide comprises a 
tubular element associated with the extractable module and a seat fixed firmly to the roof of the basic 
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module for housing the tubular element. 

20. (Original) An expandable unit according to Claim 19 in which an end of the tubular 
element is fixed firmly to a frame of the extraciablc module. 

21. (Original) An expandable unit according to Claim 19. in which the tubular element 
comprises at least four regions of contact with dements of she scat. 

22. (Original) An expandable unit according to Claim 21 in which the tubular element 
comprises inclined planes which define regions of contact with elements of the seal'. 

23. .'Original An expandable unit ucowing to Claim 22 in which the inclined planes 
constitute upper and lower regions of contact u ith elements of the seat. 

24. (Original) An expandable unit according to Claim l l ) in which each guide comprises 
rolling elements housed in the scat and interposed between the seat and the tubular clement. 

25. (Original.) A:i expandable unit according to Claim 13 in which further guides are 
provided and permit relative translation ufthe iwu portions. 

26. (Original) An expandable unit according to Claim 25 in which the further guides 
comprise wheels coupled with a cross-member. 

27. (Original) An expandable unit according to Claim 26 in which at least some of the 
wheels have a peripheral recess which interacts with a "V"-shaped edge of the cross-member.
